In 
other 
words, the 


day 
of educational agnosti- 


cism in this state is gone. 


"In spite of much surface in. 


dication the educational situa- 
tion in this state has not been 
one of oposition'or fighting or 
disagreement—at least, not to 
any great degree. We have not 
achieved1 anything so positive 
and so vital as a disagreement.

CHICAGO—Fifteen hundred po- 


licemen were sent to the stockyards 
early this morning when, long be- 
fore daylight, several groups of 
persons including -a few women, 
gathered about the stockyards. On- 
ly a few hours before 200 poKce- 
men had fired into thousands of 
strike sympathizers who attacked 
plant employes and 
finally 
the 


policemen. 
Last night's 
toll of 


casualties included 9 seriously in- 
jured and an uncounted number 
hurt, when mounted police charg- 
ed into the crowd with drawn Ba- 
tons. 
All saloons in the neighborhood 


of the yards were closed today by 
order of Chief of Police Fitzmor- 


"The women are more difficult to 


deal with than the men," 
Chief 


Fitzmorris 
said this 
morning. 


"They carry red- pepper and throw 
it in tho policemen's eyes. Tacks 
have been scattered through 
the 


adjacent streets in an effort to stop 
the motor policemen. 


"But we're going to control the 


disorder in this •trike. We may 
have to use every available police- 
man in the city and then call on 
tha reserves but we'll do it." 


When the strike began Monday 


there w»i little trouble *nd the 
situation remained, quiet until last 
night when workers began to leave 
th* yards. The few hundred strik- 
ers on picket duty and a few hang- 
cm on intercepted their passage 
to the car lines and policemen en- 
deavored to make lanes 
through 


the crowd. 


Without previous warning large 


numbers of persona began to aug- 
ment tbe strike sympathizers un- 
til they overwhelmed the police- 
men on duty and riot calls -were 
sent in. When reinforcements ar- 
rived' the crowd was finally scat- 
tered and the streets cleared at 
midnight. 


However by 2 o'clock this morn- 


ing they began wandering back and 
the number increased so quickly 
that the reg-ular 500 policemen on 
duty were increased to 1,500. The 
day dhift was to report at 6 o'clock 
and every precaution was taken by 
tb« chief of police for their safety.

About the time, late yesterday afternoon, that President 


E. A. Blrge was reading his statement to the board of regents 
defending Ms policy in excluding liberal speakers from a uni- 
versity hearing and announcing further that his policy would 
be continued, Mr. C. J. Hicks, announced as an executive assist- 
ant of the Standard Oil Co. was lauding the labor policy of the 
oil trust In the auditorium in Room 165, Bascom HalL 


Could a more eloquent parallel be found to show the present 


attitude of the university authorities in their deafness to human 
values and their subservience to wealth? 


* * * 


Mary McSwiney came to Madison to tefl the graphic story 


of a downtrodden race in its fight for human liberty and free- 
dom. 
Her cause was so just that even the autocratic British 


empire has been compelled by world sentiment to icccde to the 
demands of the little band of Irish. 


Mary McSwiney, however, was denied the university plat- 


form. 


But when Sir William Mitchell Ramsay. English propagan- 


dist, came with his royal trappings the members of the faculty 
came forth to bow and scrape before the titled emissary of 
John Bull. 
* * * 


Oswald Garrison Villard, a descendant of William Lloyd 


Garrison came to Madison to give an address. Mr. Villard has 
been a militant figure in the fight against the hysteria that 
sought to smother the rights of the common man in the last 
five years. 


Mr. Villard, however, was denied the university platform. 
But,— 
Mr. Frank Peabody of the Peabody Coal Co., charged with 


being one of the most notorious profiteers in the country who 
made millions in selling coal at high prices during the war has 
within two years been accorded the university platform twice. 


* 
* * 


Dr. Scott Nearing, a university professor found guilty by 


the interests of the country of having a mind unwilling to sur- 
render to organized wealth, cams to Madison to speak. Like- 
wise, the university was closed to him. 


But— 
Mr. C. J. Hicks, executive assistant of the Standard Oil 


Co., mounts the university rostrum without so much as a sug- 
gestion of a hobble. 
* * * 


And this policy, illustrated by these parallels, is tne policy 


tii^t will continue at the University of Wisconsin according to 
the announcement made by President Birge to the regents 
\ esterday. 


The protest of the Social Science club was brushed aside 


without a word of discussion on the part of the regents. Not 
sa much as a roll call was had to enable the people of Wiscon- 
sin to learn the names of the members of the board of regents 
who subscribe to that policy and those who oppose it. 


* 
* * 


One of the defenses set up by President Birge for his policy 


of exclusion of liberal speakers is that "there are literally hun- 
dreds of propagandists, the salaried publicity agents of all sorts 
of organizations, seeking admission to the colleges in order to 
advance among the students the measures and principles which 
they are bound to promulgate." 


But what President Birge neglected to say, however, is 


that there are CERTAIN KINDS of propaganda that are 0. K. 
with the university authorities and CERTAIN KINDS that are 
not. 


Propag:uida that seeks to defend the Standard OH Co., the 


most ruthless and corrupting organization In the history of 
this country, may find its way to the university platform. A 
financial octupus that has bought IJ. S. senators, owned judges 
and used the power of money to subvert the processes of gov- 
ernment in this country can get ITS PROPAGANDA before 
the students of the University of Wisconsin but propaganda 


AGAINST the financial oligarchy represented by Standard Oil 
is denied a hearing. 


Propaganda in behalf of the British is acceptable to the 


British attuned members of the university faculty but propa- 
ganda against British domination is not wanted. 


*' * * 


Another defense set up by President Birge is that he has 


formulated his policy in accordance with what he believes the 
parents of Wisconsin want him to do. President Birge 'in his 
statement says: 


"I have talked with literally thousands of Wisconsin parents 


during the past thirty years. I know their eagerness for their 
children's future; I have listened to their hopes and their fears 
for the children at college; I have seen their happiness as boy or 
girl succeeds and their grief at failure. If I have not derived 
from this experience a pretty good composite picture of the 
Wisconsin parent and his ideas it is not for want of opportunity." 


The Capital Times cannot agree with President Birge in 


this respect. We do not believe that either President Birge or 
the cloistered members of the university faculty have any real 
feeling or gauge on public sentiment in this state. We have 
never observed that they cared for that contact,—in fact there 
has been a proprietary air in the faculty that seemed to fret 
under occasional reminders that the University of Wisconsin 
is owned by the people of Wisconsin and not by the professors 
on the hill. 


Let us see how accurately the policy of President Birge 


represents the wishes of the people of Wisconsin. 


* * * 


Several years ago, the members of the university faculty, 


including E. A. Birge, signed a petition, which is now on file in 
the Wisconsin Historical library, denouncing Senator Robert M. 
LaFollette for his attitr.de on the war. In the past ten years 
the attitude of the university faculty in general has been op- 
posed to the things for which LaFollette has been fighting. 


In the spring of 1920, Senator LaFollette carried his case 


to the people of Wisconsin. The university attitude was rep- 
resented by candidates for delegate to the republican national 
convention who were opposed to LaFoflette. 


In the platform on which he went before the people of Wis- 


consin, Senator LaFollette stressed the subject of free speech 
and free assembly. That was one of the most important issues 
of the campaign. 


When the votes were counted it was found that the views 


of Senator LaFollette had been overwhelmingly endorsed by 
the people of this state. 


Do, then, the people of Wisconsin stand with LaFollette 


for free speech and free assembly or with the university and 
the suppression of free speech? What about the parents who 
voted for the LaFollette ideals in the spring of 1920 and who 
pay the taxes for the maintenance of the University of Wis- 
consin. 
* * * 


The ears of President Birge and the members of the board 


of regents are not attuned to the wishes of the parents of the 
state but to the power of wealth which is so profusely repre- 
sented in membership on the board of regents. Here is the 
sort of incident to which the ears of the university authorities 
are attuned: 


A representative of the university recently went to one 


of the wealthiest men in the state, a Kenosha manufacturer, 
to obtain a subscription for the Wisconsin Union building. He 
went with the expectation of obtaining $5,000. The Kenosha 
manufacturer turned on the university representative's plea in 
the following language: 


"Not a damned cent will I give. The university is a hotbed 


of socialism."

Is the policy of President Birge and the university regents 


being molded by the people of Wisconsin or by organized wealth 
as represented by the Kenosha manufacturer? 


Are the university authorities now trying to get the favor 


of the people of Wisconsin or of Standard Oil and the Kenosha 


i manufacturer?

/""•JORDELL HULL, newly chosen chairman of 
^ 
probably best known as the author of the 
the Democratic national committee, ie 


legislative measure which affected more peo- 
ple directly than any other law ever passed by 
congress- He is the maa 
who wrote the federal in- 
come tax law in 1913. 


Hull was born in Overton 


cuunty (now Pickett), Tetm., 
Octooer "V 1,^71. He attended 
the National Normal -univer- 
sity Lebanon, 0., and then 
went to the Lebanon, Tenn., 
law school. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1891. He began 
practicing in Celina, Tenn.. 
and quickly got into politics, 
going to the state legislature 
from that district. He waa 
appointed judge of the Filth judicial circuit of 
that state by the then Governor Frazier in 1903. 
Four years later he was elected to the U. S. 
congress and served until defeated,lor re-elec- 
tion to the house last year in the overwhelming 
landslide of the Republicans. He was consider- 
ed for the chairmanship of the Democrat! last- 
year when Homer S. Cumraings ^retired, but 
George White was 
chosen finally. Hull now 


succeeds White. His home is in Carthage,
